Even un- 
der the most unfavorable conditions 
this could hardly happen inside of 
twelve months. 

On the other hand, if the allies 
should be defeated in a great battle 
their armies would have to make a 
rapid retreat to points at which they 
could reorganize their forces. A grad- 
ual development of their strength 
would again take place and they 
would move slowly to regain lost 
ground. Such a reverse would result 
in the addition of six months or a 
year to the probable length of the 
war. 

LULL IN THE NORTH. 

A lull in the Russian operations in 
the north is giving them time to gath- 
er at the front the force that will be

“This substantial sum is a most 
convincing evidence of the desire of 
the Belgians themselves to assist the 
commission to the fullest extent they 
are capable of doing. The contribu- 
tion also emphasizes the urgency of 
the situation, and, as large as the sum 
is, it must be borne in mind that food- 
stuffs to the value of about $4,000,000 
monthly must be secured for seven or 
eight months. Of this. emount, 
$1,000,000 monthly will be required 
for the expense of transport. 

“The commission is arra ng for a 
regular steamship service from the 
Atlantic seaboard and a transport 
service from the interior to the sea- 
beard. The commission urges all 
cai associations and others interested 
in Belgian relief throughout the 
United States to convert all their 
funds into local purchases of food- 
stuffs, as they can be more advan- 
tageously purchased by such local 
bodies. 


“Furthermore, the commission feels 
that those generous Americans who 
are unable to contribute money 
should contribute something from 
their own stores of food into the 
hands of the loca! organizations. 
Each American farmer out of the 
abundance of his crop and every resi- 
dent from their own store can well 
afford a few bushels of grain. What 
is, needed is cereals—wheat, flour, 
shelled corn, beans and peas, and also 
bacon and ham, as these are the only 
articles that will stand the long and 
difficult transport conditions. 

“The commission is co-operating in 
& most cordial manner with other or- 
ganizations and institutions in  Amer- 
ica and does not wish to overlap the 
efforts of anyone. It wishes to em- 
phasize that its functions are the re- 
ception, transportation and distribu- 
tion of foodstuffs to the Belgians from 
every source. By the machinery of 
the commission every pound of food- 
stuffs contributed reaches the Bel- 
gians without cost to the contributors. 
A branch of this commission is being 
perfected in New York to co-operate 
with others, and supplies contributed 
by. the various local organizations at 
the central points will be received 
and transported by them. This organ- 
ization and its personnel will be com- 
pleted within a few days. 

“The commission already has de- 
livered an instaliment of foodstuffs 
into the hands of local relief com- 
mittees in virtually every center in 
Belgium. The commission is receiv- 
ing most cordial assistance from the 
Dutch officials in expediting food 
through Holland and most helpful 
facilities from the Germans in the 
nature of an escort from the frontier 
to the various distribution points.”

PHILADELPHIA 
SENDS RELIEF.

food ship Thelma, bearing 1900 tons 
of foodstuffs for the starving people 
in Belgium, sailed from this port to- 
day for Rotterdam, from which port 
her cargo will be distributed.

In France from the northwest to 
the southeast there have been en- 
gagements of lesser importance in 
which, according to the French re 
port, Gen. Joffre’s armies have suc- 
ceeded in gaining ground and 
strengthening their positions. The 
Germans continue to destroy bridges 
and railways in Belgium, but with 
what object remains a secret. It is 
thought, however, that they are mak- 
ing preparations to winter in that 
country and they are taking every 
step to prevent their plans from be- 
coming known to their enemies. 


The Russian army under 
Rennenkampff is fighting its way snte, 
East Prussia and has taken Johannis- 


burg. which is on the railway from 
Lyck to Soldau, both of which towns 
are already in Russian hand«. This 
gives to Russia the control of an im- 
portant railway line which skirts the 
frontier in German territory and sev- 
eral branch railways rupning into the 
interior. 

The central army, which drove the 
Germans back from the Vistula has 
had only unimportant engagements. 
but it is known to be pushing forward 
to the borders of Posen and Silesia, 
which the Germans are crossing. 
The Russian left wing has followed 
the Kielce Railway to the Austrian 
frontier and is within a few miles of 
Cracow, the siege of which is im- 
minent. 

The southern army under Gen. 

Rugsky is at Rzeszow, between 
Przemysl and Cracow and ite cross- 
ing of the San River is Being opposed 
by the Austrians. Another detach- 
ment continues the siege of Przemys! 
while still another is operating against 
the Austrians, who are holding the 
passes of the Carpathruans. 
The army of Armenia, whose base 
fs on Kars, Transcaucasia, is ap- 
/Troaching the ‘Turkish fortress of 
Erzerum. 

The manner tn which Grand Duke 
Nicholas, the Russian commander-in- 
chief, is wielding these armies, and 
the mobility they are showing, are the 
subject of admiration on the part of 
military men here. 

A message from Sarajevo says that 
the Governor of Bosnia has addressed 
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a proclamation to the Austrian army. 
deciaring that the Servians must be 
completely defeated before winter. 
In conformity with this, the Servians 
have been driven back to their own 
country, but according to the Servian 
account they inflicted a defeat on the 
Austrians, who attempted to fvullo¥ 
them. 

There is a steady flow of recruits 
for Kitchener’s army. and it is ex- 
pected that with the territorials, who 
number 600,000, England before long 
will have an army of 2,000,000 men.

SIBERIAN STEAMER ARRIVES, 


First Veasel of Russian Volunteer 
Fieect Will Soon Leave Vancouver 


for Yokohama.

VANCOUVER (B. C.) Nov. 12.— 
The 11,000-ton steamship Novgorod 
of the Russian volunteer fleet, the 
first regular passenger steamship of 
the service that is to be established 
between Viadivostock and North Pa- 
cific porta, arrived here today. She 
will sail for Yokohama and Viadivos- 
tok November 25, taking Chinese, 
Japanese and Russian passengers. 

The next ship of the line, the Kiev, 
will arrive at Vancouver about De- 
cember 2. Until e close of the war 
the Russian boats will ply only to 
British Columbia ports. After peace

THE INFANTS. 


PRENATAD CARE DISCUSSED AT 
CONVENTION, 


More Scientific Treatment of Ex- 
pectant Mothers is Declared Abso- 
lutely Necessary as the Starting 
Point in the Prevention of Mor- 
tality Among Infants. 


(BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE! 

BOSTON, Nov. 12.—The prevalence 
of a low medical standard in regard 
to prenatal care was deplored by Dr. 
A. B. Emmons of this city, in an ad- 
dress before the annual convention of 
the American Association for the 
Study and Prevention of Infant Mor- 
tality, which opened today. Dr. Em- 


mons laid stress on the more needful 

and scientific treatment of expectant 

mothers as the starting point in the 

of mortality among  in- 
ts. 


Other addresses were delivered by 
Dr. H. L. K. Shaw of Albany, N. Y., 
chief of the division of child hygiene 
of the New York State department 
of health; Mrs. Max West of the Fed- 
eral Children’s Bureau, and Dr. 
Mary Sherwood of Baltimore, chair- 
man of the convention. 

The extent of organized and sys- 
tematic care of prospective mothers 
was the subject of a report based on 
an investigation by the Children’s Bu- 
reau of the Federal Department of 
Labor at Washington. The report 
was prepared by Mrs. West. It shows 
that such work is in progress in twen- 
ty States, and thirty-four cities, and 
in Hawali and the District of Colum- 
bia. It is carried on largely through 
private organizations, of which about 
fifty are giving this prenatal care to 
— who would not otherwise have 

The mothers are visited in their 
homes by nurses who explain what the 
mother should eat, warn her of the 
dangers of over-work and learn from 
her any unfavorable symptoms. The 
nurse co-operates with hospitals and 
dispensaries, or with clinics or phy- 
sicilans, and such cases are referred 
to one or another of these agencies 
for the necessary medical attention, 
thus preventing many serious com- 
plications. 

The general testimony of prenatal 
nurses, says the report, is that the 
mothers welcome the care and grow 
to look upon the nurses as friends and 
will send for them earlier in succeed. 
ing cases. Prenatal nurses are some 


times employed by private orranisa-

CULTIVATORS GUESTS OF 
CHAMBER OF COMMERCE. 


Witnesses to California’s agricul- 
tural possibilities were entertained 
yesterday by the Chamber of Com- 
merece and the Whittier Board of 
Trade. They are the twenty prize- 
winners in the University of Caltfor- 
nia’s contest for the largest returns by 
boy cultivators from “any quarter 
acre.” 

Arriving here early yesterday morn- 
ing after a transcontinental tour, with 


the university as host, the twenty 
youths were given an automobile trip 
about the city as guests of the Cham- 
ber of Commerce, then turned over 
to 8. W. Barton, the representative of 
the Whittier Board of Trade. Pro- 
ceeding from here to Whittier in «a 
special Pacific Blectric car, the prize- 
winners were entertained at luncheon 
at the Whittier High School, then 
taken for an automobile tour of the 
citrus belt. 

Returning here last evening after 
an inspection of the La Brea tar beds, 
the bors were tendered a dinner at 
the Hollenbeck Hotel, then spent the 
evening at one of the theaters as 
guests of the Chamber of Commerce, 
under direction of Dr. and Mra. A. 
J. Beott. 

Prize-winners in a serious 
task aa lifting from $12 to $66 net 
profit from a quarter-acre, which these 
boys have done, might be expected to 
be serious .to the podint of preoccupa- 
tion. But these boys, every one of 
them, are simply average specimens 
of young America. This they evi- 
denced yesterday by a large capacity 
for soda water. 

“Plain boys,” said Prof. B. H. 
Crocheron, head of the University of 
California farm advisory work, who 
conducted the party. across country. 

Nevertheless, they have records 
Wilbur Purrington, the first prize- 
winner of the party, cleared $66.73 on 
quarter-acre of potatoes; Everett 
J. Howard bought a pig for $13 and 
cleared 863 on it in four months: Har- 
old Long cleared $50 on a porker in 
the same length of time. 

“Tf all California was cultivated as 
these boys have cultivated their quar- 
ter-acres,” said Secretary Wiggins of 
the Chamber of Commerce, “we would 
be feeding the world.”

‘BABY BOY HAS ODD 
BIRTH EXPERIENCE. 


MOTHER WANDERS FROM COUN- 
TY HOSPITAL AND IS FOUND 
IN THE STREET. 


About to become a mother, Mrs. 
Fannie Kreger left the County Hos- 
pital last night, and staggering to the 
street in front, fell against the big 
stone wall which surrounds the insti- 


tution, being found later by a passing 
woman, who sumrnoned the police am- 
bulance. Removed to the Receiving 
Hofital, Mrs. Kreger, who lives at 
No. 1120 West Temple street, gave 
birth to a bouncing boy. 

Hysterical screams of the woman 
attracted the attention of a paaser- 
by and she wae first taken to a neigh- 
bering home. A large crowd soon 
collected and when it was discovered 
that the helpless woman had been al- 
lowed to leave the hospital, much 
criticism was directed at the officials. 

One of the first to arrive on the 
scene was Supt. Whitman of the 
County Hospital. He deciares that he 
tried to persuade Mre. Kreger to re- 
turn to the hospital but she refused. 
He said she had entered the institu- 
tion at about 9 o'clock and was ad- 
mitted to the maternity ward, but soon 
began crying for her children, who 


were at her home, and before the doc- £ 


tors or internes could prevent, she 
made her way eut of the building. 
“We did all we could to induce the 
woman to stay in the hospital,’ the 
superintendent said, “but she was 
headstrong and determined to go. We 
were ready to give her the proper 
care, but she ivught against any 
treatment and we could not hold her.” 
Mre. Kreger said at the Receiving 
Hospital that she has four children 
at home. Her husband is in St. Louis.

MANY HOBOS IN 
POLICE DRAGNET. 
CLEAN-UP OF UNDESIRABLES 18 


MADE IN ADVANCE OF WIN- 
TER INFLUX. 


Following a conference yesterday 
between Chief Sebastian and police 
captains, to discuss plans for coping 
with the usual winter influx of un- 
desirables, the police dragnet was 
thrown out and by midnight last night 
@ motley crew of several dozen 
vagrants and suspicious persons was 
caught in its meshes. 

Denied twenty-five special short- 
term men for an emergency squad 
similar to that which did highly ef- 
ficient work last winter, the Chief Is- 
sued orders for the division captains 
to take men from the day patrols and 
form plain clothes squads to cover in- 
coming trains, railroad yards and look 
out for the Jeges, garroters and thugs 
which yearly come to the Southland. 

Detailed to this work, six men will 
operate out of Central Station, four 
from Hast Side, four from University 
and two from Boyle Heights. 

Acting under the Chief's order, the 
detectives yesterday started the clean- 
up crusade by.making wholegale raids 
upon vagrants. Capt. Murray will in- 
crease the “flying squadron,” as she 
early morning detail is called, to six 
men. To work in “Darktown,” a corps 
of seven colored officers been

One of the new orders is that hobos 
will not be allowed to camp in the 
river bed. The experiences of last 
winter have satisfi Chief Sebastian 
that their presence constitutes a men- 
ace. 

At noon today the Chief will have 
a conference with City Electrician 
Manahan to determine the locations 
of the new flashlights, designed to call 
officers in cases of emergency. 

“We have just @alf the number of 
men we need,” the Chief said last 
night. “More men are needed on 
beats and the detestive department 
should be enlarged by an addition of 
men. The efficiency of the officers 
and men is above question; the need is 
more men. San Francisco, smaller in 
population, has twice the number we 
have. With the fairs in California, 
this year’s work will be harder than 
heretofore. Already the cold weather 
in the East and North is driving hobos 
and criminals here. The work is 
made harder by the State law, which 
places Constables on a salary instead 
of a fee basis. Where the Constables 
of the smaller cities received a part 
of the fines they picked men off the 
trains and the hobos’ trip to this city 
stopped.”

The same is true, it 
is held, of the daughters of prosper- 
ous families where the mistaken no- 
tion prevails that it is not necessary 
for them to learn housekeeping.

Former Superintendent of Utill- 
ties Declares it is an Expensive 
Experiment Which Must Result in 
People Paying the Bille—Private 
Enterprise Thrives on Efficiency.

SEATTLE, Nov. 12.—Municipal 
ownership of public utilities was 
mercilessly denounced as a fallacy, 
which eventually will becgme over- 
whelmingly burdensome to the peo- 
ple, who, in the end, ‘pay the bills, 
today. <A. Y. Bouillon, former su- 


perintendent of pwblic utilities in Se- 
attle, at the conference of the League 
of Municipalities in the auditorium 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation here, made this statement. 

Municipal ownership, as exempli- 
fled locally by the city’s attempt to 
operate a street railway system and 
the port's improvements in Seattle 
[Harbor was scored by Kenneth C. 
Kerr, editor of The Railway and 
Marine News. Kerr also scathingly 
arraigned the government cable be- 
tween this city and Alaska, declaring 
its operation inefficient and extrava- 
gant and the cost to the public un- 
usually h 

Mayor W. J. Hindley, 
municipal ownership supporter, com- 
mended Boulllon’s address to the dele- 
gates, saying while he did not ac- 
cept certain conclusions, he would 
admit the great tendency of many 
public plants not properly to account 
for charges against them. 

Bouillon said municipal mechanism 
is intricate enough and that more 
functions will lower its efficiency, 
those calling loudest to spend public 
money often pay the least taxes, he 
declared and he added that private 
enterprise thrives on efficiency, but 
public works fail through politica) 
skill and ambitious inexperience. It 
is easy to “fake” public accounting 
and the citizens’ feeling of proprietor- 
ship in public works is only imagin- 
ary, he concluded.

Clark yesterday forenoon 
for the purpose of taking action, 
among other business, relative to the 
death of the late Lievt.-Gen. Chaffee. 
A committee to prepare a memorial 
address was appointed by the acting 
president, Gen. James E. Macklin, 
U.S.A. (retired.) The committee was 
composed of Brevet Maj.-Gen. Harri- 
son Gray Otis, U. Voils.; Maj.-Gen. 
J. P. Story, U.S.A. (retired,) and Maj. 
BE. F. Kilokke, U. 8. Vole, and pre- 
sented the following report: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE. 


Commander and Gompanions of the 
Military Order of the Loyal Legion 
of the United Btates: In compliance 
with our assignment by the local head 
of this organization (representing the 
Order throughout the country.) and 
his instructions thereunder, it becomes 
the honorable, albeit the sad duty, of 
your committee to lay before the vet- 
eran body here represented some ex- 
pression, sincere though inadequate, of 
the sentiments held by his surviving 
companions touching a great soldier, 
a true man and a beloved companibdn, 
who is even now making his last 
march, destin for the eternal camp- 
ing grounds otf the Other Shore. 

When “a soldier passeth by’’—a 
soldier such as was the veteran cam- 
paigner, Adna Romanza Chaffee, once 
Heutenant-genera!l in the army of the 
United Statee—the entire country 
turns, pauses and takes notice, be- 
cause a great gap has suddenly been 
created tn the ranks of the nation’s 
citizenship; the World also takes note, 
and his companions in arms, who 
knew ‘him best, salute reverently, the 
while bravely trying to suppress their 
swelling emotions, saying simply, sadly 
te each other: “The good Genera! has 

us forever!” 

n Gen. Chaffee's untimely death 
the country has undergone a distinct 
deprivation; his adopted State and city 
have suffered likewise, and his com- 
radea, friends and compatriots have 
sustained a sad and persona! loss, 
which human memory is incapable of 
forgetting. It could not be otherwise 
when such a man and such a soldier 
takes ve departure to the mysterious 


No need here to even attempt an 
enumeration in detail of his count- 
less good deeds and important serv- 
ices rendered to country and kind; 
the loving task could not be achieved 
in any space less than a volume. 

He had. been a lifelong soldier un- 
der the resplendent flag of the repub- 
lic, rising from the lowest post in the 
volunteer army to that lofty one 
which many of us military men con- 
sider an even greater honor than the 
first civil place under the Censtitu- 
tion. With his good sword he wrote 
a luminous record as a soldier of the 
Union, making a heroic and  pic- 
turesque page, as well as one of the 
most gracious pages in its history. 

His military career was exception- 
ally full and complete, and remark- 
ably symmetrical, illustrating as it 
did the possibilities under the Ameéri- 
can Republic of deserved promotion 
for those of her sons who serve her 


faithfully in either military or civil’ 


capacitica. 

In his younger years he was 4 
simple soldier in the United States 
cavalry, fighting to save the matchices 
Union from violent disruption. Later 
he was an officer and a commander, 
werving with conspicuous valor 
throughout many arduous campaigns 
and bioody battles in the sanguinary 
War of the Rebellion. He gave years 
of strenuous service along our once 
lonely frontiers, fighting hostile tribes 
and protecting adventurous ploneer 
settlers who had undertaken to carve 
out homes for themselves in the uilti- 
mate West. 

Still later he was on staff duty here 
among us in Los Angeles. 


In the war Spain he served 
conspicuously, with increased rank, 
and held high commands, first in 


Cuba, then in the Philippine Isiands, 
where he occupied the foremost mili- 
tary and civil posts, namely, the 
command of the Eighth Army Corps 
and simultaneously the Military Gov- 
ernorship, with the entire far-flung 
archipelago under his jurisdiction. 

He also served in that unique cam- 
paign, the Boxer uprising in China, 
where he drew wide attention to him- 
self by reason of the sagacity and 
boldness of his decisive operations 
against the beleaguered Chinese cap- 
ital as the intrepid commander 
the American contingent of the invad- 
ing army. 

Returning to the home land, he was 
promoted in due course to that dis- 
tinguished position, the headship of 
the United States Army, serving his 
tour as Chief of Staff, and always with 
credit to the country and distinction 
for himeelf. 

Retirement under the law came 
with advancing years, and liater on 
Gen. Chaffee returned to Los Ange- 
les, whose genial skies and alluring 
charms had tong before impressed 
themselves upon him and had lived 
in his recollections. 

He made here a permanent home 
for his closing years, where he and 
his devoted family were happy in the 
love and respect of his friends and 
neighbors. Here, too, he rose to of- 
with 


mitted skill 

all to his own personal credit and 
the immeasurable benefit of the city 
and its landed environments. He was 


of 


Gen. Chaffee was the embodiment 
of high personal honor and conspic- 
uous personal integrity. He was in- 
Geed “a gentioman and a soldier.” 
His true and fine qualities caused his 
friends and companions to cleave unto 
him as with hoops of steel. 

We profoundly mourn his departure 
for that bourne which we cannot yet 
understand in all its tremendous full- 
ness, but which we believe safely en- 
folds and enshrines the apirits of 
those who upon earth faithfully an- 
swered the calls of duty and patriot- 
iam and fulfilled the obligations of 
honor, friendship and fidelity. 

We extend ovr respectful sympathy 
to the fond widow and family, who 
live to mourn the loss of husband and 
father. 

Brave and noble spirit, we salute 
you as true companions, with soldier- 
ly respect and soldierly honor. Hail

ONE HEAD FOR 
ALL CHARITIES. 


Supervisors Create Office 
of Superintendent. 


Action Consolidates City and 
County Charities. 


Advisory Committce of Nine 
Members Ordered. 


Consolidation of city and county 
charities wag effected yesterday after- 
noon, when the Board of Supervisors 
passed two ordinances, one creating 
the office of Superintendent of Chari- 
ties, to exercise general supervision 
over the charitable institutions of the 
county, the other creating an Advisory 


& 


met with the approval of Councilmen 
Whiffen, Williams, Conwell and 
Wheeler of the Finance Committee, 
who met in joint conference with the 
Supervisors and their legal advisors. 
The Civil Service Commission was 


instructed to immediately arrange for 


an examination for the office of super- 


intendent. The Supervisors have the 
power of appointment, and the super- 
intendent will be under their direc- 
tion and control. He will receive 
$-400 a year the first year and $3000 
& year at the end of the first eighteen 
months of service. 


DR. ‘WHITMAN RESIGNS. 
Before the one of the ordi- 
nances Clerk Pherron read a let- 
ter from Dr. C. H. Whitman, super- 
intendent of the County Hospital and 
directing head of county charities, in 
which he asked that his resignation 
as head of the charities be accepted 
by the board at its pleasure. Dr. Whit- 
man related the services he and his 
assistants have performed in the past 
few years in charity work, for which 
he received no extra remuneration. 
He said, among other things: 

“In submitting my resignation as 
superintendent ‘of county charities at 
this time I am actuated only by an 
earnest desire to aid the cause of 
charity by giving you a free hand in 
solving the charity question in the 
manner you have under contempla- 
tion. That is, the plan for which I 
fave always contended, namely, all 
charities controlled by one central of- 
fice and that center the county. 

“In view of the seeming adverse 
report made by the present grand 
jury, I most earnestly request that 
your board will proceed as rapidly as 
possible to complete a searching in- 


vestigation of all the charitable insti- 


tutions of the county in precisely the 


same.thorough manner as though my 
resignation had not been tendered. 


“While I have held this position 
without salary, I have given a very 


considerable amount of time, thought 
and energy to the betterment of coun- 
ty charities, especially the outdoor re-

ANTI-SALOON 
SPLIT NEW FIGHT. 


Some Oppose “Dry” Los A ngeles Initiative Proposition 

at Spring Election, Fearing Repetition of Previous 
Disaster—Not All Harmony with Prohibition Feder- 
ation—More Stringent Bar Regulations Likely. 


NNO EMENT in The Times 
A yeste that the Anti-Saloon 
League is preparing to wage a 
campaign against saloons in Los An- 
geles, to crystallize in a “dry” city 
election in June, developed the fact 
that the leaders of the Anti-Saloon 
League are spljt over the proposition. 
While some of the officers are anx- 
fous to jump into another campaign, 
others point out that inasmuch as the 
attempt to vote the city “dry” two 
years ago met with disaster, there is 
no reason why another attempt now 
should not meet with similar disaster, 
or one even greater. 
The matter may not be threshed 
out until the December meeting of 
the league, when all the official re- 


turns will have been announced and 
the “dry” leaders will have an op- 


At the meeting of the league next 
Tuesday the matter will be discussed, 
but it is not likely that definite action 
will be taken, as the meeting is to 
be of headquarters officials only. 
INHARMONIOUS FACTIONS. 

There are two factions in the Anti- 
Saloon League which have not been 
harmonioys in the liquor elections 
conducted in the past. One faction 
appears to have been dissatisfied with 
the manner of campaign conducted 
by the California Dry Federation. in 
that the league was not consulted in 
regard to many important matters, 
and that the importance of the league 

rdinated when the entire 
handling of funds was turned over to 
the federation for the recent State- 
wide fight. 

This, no doubt. was due to the fall- 
ure of many members of the Anti- 
Saloon League to co-operate In a 
straight State-wide prohibition fight 
at the beginning of the campaign. At 
any rate, there are two opposing ele- 
ments in the league, and these may 
clash over the programme to start a 
campaign to close saloons in Los An- 


geles.

Maased under this head is the wine 
manufacturer, the brewer, the whole- 
saler and the retailer. There is no 
community of interest between the 
wholesaler who sells to the home and 
the retailer who sells to the visitor 
at his bar; neither is there a com- 
mon bond between the wine grower 
and the retailer. Already the Califor- 
nia Grape Growers’ Protective Asso- 
ciation has started a movement to 
have the next Legislature pass laws 
placing more astringent regulation 
upon the saloon, thus divorcing the 
interest of the retailer from the wider 
interest of the grape grower and wine 
manufacturer. 

Theodore Bell, representing the 
association, has sent out circulars in 
which it is suggested that the Le«is- 
lature will be asked to pass laws for: 

Anti-treating, midnight and Sunday 
closing, county option, not to apply in 
cities of more than 56000. not more 
than one saloon for each 1600 inhabi- 
tants (this strikes chiefly at San Fran- 
claco, where there are 2400 saloons, ) 
and other regulatory laws.

Early Neat Week. 


Trafic Manager Matson for the 
harbor issued the following state-

With the sailing of the

Christiansen steamship line, from Mo- 
bile and New Orleans early next week, 
a new transportation route between 
Los Angeles and the Central and 
Southern States will be inaugurated. 

The Crowell will bring merchandise 
to Los Angeles from as far north as 
Milwaukee, Chicago and Ohio through 
the Panama Canal. 

Although the ship is not due to 
reach Mobile until tomorrow, its ca- 
pacity of 4500 tons cargo space has 
already been booked, according ta 
information just received by K, D. 
Dawson, general agent of the Sudden 
& Christiansen line here, and reported 
by him to the Board of Harbor Com- 
missioners. 

“We expected to begin with only 
a monthly service,” said Mr. Dawson, 
but because of the great amount of 
business already developed another 
boat has been ordered to load at Mo- 
bile December 1, and at New Orleans 
two days later. We are prepared to 
put on a weekly service, should the 
business justify it, and we hogs ht 
will, 

“The Illinois Central is co-operating 
with us in opening this new route, 
and we can draw traffic from all over 
the Central States and south tm terr!- 
tory reached by the Illinois Central or 
ite connecting lines. T, H. Fox, com- 
mercial agent for the Illinois Central 
here, is aiding us in every way in de- 
veloping this new route of trade.” 

HER MANIFEST. 

The Crowell will bring wire, nails, 
pig tron and eimilar products from 
the Birmingham district; hardwoods 
from the forests of Arkansas, Tennes- 
see and Mississippi, and a variety of 
products from the manufacturing 
centers of the Ohio Valley and other 
cities, including beer from numerous 
breweries In Milwaukee, Chicago and 
St. Louis. It will sail from Mobile No- 
vember 15, and from New Orleans the 
day following. 

Among the other commodities that 
will be brought here by the Crowell 
will be turpentine, resin, earth paint, 
South American coffee, rice, cotten 
goods, canned shrimp, molasses, wheel 
barrows and other merchandise. It is 


due in Los les in eighteen days 
from the date of from New 
Orleans. 


The significance of the sailing of 
the Crowell and the business which 
the Sudden & Christiansen Company 
has developed so quickly, lies in the 
fact that it bears out prophecies made 
years ago relative to the Panama 
Canal.

FEATHER RAY 
ONLY ILLUSION. 


INDIAN’S “BONE REVEALING” 
METHOD RECALLS OLD HOAX 
TO SURGEON, 


Anybody can now have his own 
X-ray apparatus, simply by securing 
a turkey feather or two. At least the 
resulta appear to be the same as 
those obtained with the high-priced 
electrical machines, only this hap- 
pens to be due to an optical illusion. 

Some attention was attracted yes- 
terday by a report from  S8Stockto 
stating that an Indian had informe 
a physician that feathers had been 
used for years in finding breaks and 
setting bones in the broken limbs of 
red men. The Indian also gave an 
illustration of the feather’s alleged 
efficacy as an X-ray apparatus. 

Using a feather for an X-ray is 
termed an old hoax by a well-known 
local surgeon, who is an expert on the 
X-ray. He tells of an instance where 
a man in Philadelphia attempted to 
sell feathers, which he claimed were 
treated with radium, for $5 apiece. 
The low price in the face of the al- 
leged radium was what gave him 
away to the informed ones. 

The optical filusion produced by 
gazing through a feather at the fin- 
gére of the hand its a very curious 
one. To every appearance the flash 
seeme transformed to a gelatin and 
the bones appear clearly -outlined. 
Peacock feathers, and those of some 
other rare birds, produce a more per- 
fect deception. The !lusion is 
caused by the divergence of the rays 
of light caused by the interference of
